matters it will have before it. The com- 
mittees on the legislative and executive 
departments, on amendments to the con- 
stitution, on finance and taxation and on 
municipal corporations and police regula- 
tions, submitted their’ réports on al! the 
matters referred to them under: their 
several heads.in the re of articles to 
the constitution. The ovisions presented 


‘in the several articles reported have been 


agreed to by the committees and on the 
committees that_ prepared them: are some 
of the most prominent men on both sides 
in the convention. 

In view of this the significance of the re- 
ports is great. To article 2 it is provided 
chat members of the house of representa- 
tives shall be elected every four years in- 
stead of every second as now; that the 
new county, Saluda, shall have two repre- 
sentatives; that Charleston county shall 
have, as all other counties now have, only 
one senator instead of two; that sessions 
of the legislature shall be held annually; 
that the per diem of mempers shall be 
only $3; that homesieacs not to exceed 
$100 shall be preserved; that no public 
lands be deeded to corporationg or in- 
dividuals; that the right of dower ‘shall 
be abolished; that no special laws shall be 
enacted where a general law will cover 
the case; that no charters shall be 
granted by special acts, etc. 

In the article on the executive depart- 
ment there are provisions that the term 
of office of the executive shall be for two 
years; that a board of pardons shall be 
established, etc. 

A minority report presents a selection 
giving the governor power to remove 
state officers for embezziement of public 
funds. - 

The article on finance and taxation pro- 
vides for a capitation tax on domestic ani- 
mals; and that there shall be a constitu- 
tional 2-mill tax fer the common school 
fund: that the state cannot become a stock- 
holder in any corporation. 

This section lifts the constitutional clouds 
from over the dispensary: 

“Sec 14. In the exercise of the police 
power the general assembly shall have the 
right to prohibit the manufacture and sale 
and retail of intoxicating liquers and bev- 
erages within the state; the general assem- 
bly may licence persons or corporations to 
manufacture, to sell and retail intoxicating 
liquors or beverages in the state under such 
rules and restrictions as it deems proper; 
or the general assembly may prohibit the 
manufacture and sale and retail of intox- 
icating liquors and beverages within the 
state, any may authorize or empower statc 


and county officers, both or egcn,. to retail 


' within the state liquors and beverages in 


such packages and quantities, under such 
and regulations as it deenis expe- 
dient.”’

Some Stories of the Siege of Atlanta 
Thirty-One Years Ago 
Recalled, 


“IT want this place for a citadel!** 

Such was the compliment General Sher- 
Man paid Atlanta thirty-one years ago this 
yery day. That day he was enjoying what 
5,000 of ‘his battle-scarred, warworn vet- 
erans are today enjoying—a pleasant so- 
journ in Atlanta. 

What a glorious panorama of stirring 
memories is conjured up by the sugges- 
tions of this day in the proud and trium- 
Phant Gate City of the South! What 
thrilling recollections; what fadeless glory; 
what martial daring; what incomparable 
lessons of American. valor and pride, for 
after all, in the words of Commander 
Lawler, of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public: 

“We were Americans, one and all!”’ 

It has been a long time ago. The scenes 
of '64 seem just far enough away to be al- 
most encircled by a halo of red and gold 
along the sunset horizon of oblivion. 

But so long as American patriotism lasts 
just so long will the splendid Atlanta of 
today cherish the memories that cluster 
about those stormy days and revel in the 
glory they have brought her. 

Thirty-one years ago today smoke was 
curling a graceful wreath of blue toward 
heaven from the charred ruins of desolate 
Atlanta. Carrion fowls hovered over the 
scene of devastation and the last thunder 
of the artillgry of opposing armies was 
dying away on the distant hills Mke the 


fading echoes of a summer storm. 


And then the sun came out—beaming, 
streaming down like a peaceful benediction 
upon a tranquil world after the warriors 
had gone. 

That sun has been shining on Atlanta 
like the approving smile of the living 
Jehovah ever since! 

Here, indeed, is the home of peace, con- 
tentment, plenty and prosperity. Here is 


- the city of all cities in this vast land 


of. Dixie—the fairest and best land in 
God’s universe—which stands for Ameri- 
ean pluck, American courage and American 
pride. 

But Atlanta stands for something more 


Time was when our same guests today 
were received in Atlanta with the flash 
of confederate cannon. Today they are 
welcomed amid a blaze of Zood fellowship 
and glorious jubilee. 

When they left here the last time there 
was but little to offer them. But todap 
there is plenty and to spare and the keys 
of the Gate City will be turned over to 
them so long as they remain. There is 
mint growing in the bed and ice tn the 
pitcher and over fragrant julep the pledge 
of a royal southern welcome 45 given from 
the great heart of Atlanta. 

From the craggy peaks of Chickamauga 
the legions have come once more across 
the winding waters of the Chattahoochee 
and obedient to the spirit of the hour 
Atlanitta surrenders! 


THE BATTLE OF ATLANTA. 


22d of July. 
When, on the 2ist of July, 1864, the armies 
ef the Cumberland and Ohio had begun 
to realize the completion of their intention 
of closing upon the confederate troops 
within the city of Atlanta and McPherson 
had completed the chain of the federal 
forces which was to close in upon the op- 
posing army there was imminent one of 
the. fiercest battles that had been fought 
during the entire southern campaign. 
The entire day of the twenty-first had 
been spent in the advanee upon Atlanta 


fortifications of the confederate forces. 

General Wood was enabled to swing for- 
ward his force, and forming a connection 
with Neasavton brought the whole of How- 
ard’s corps into line together. 

The left of Schofield was made firm by 
Logan’s Fifteenth corps and Blair was 
directed to take the high, bald hill south of 
the railroad, forming the southern ex- 
tremity of the line of Clebourne’s division 
the night before. 

Everything in readiness the assault was 
made by Force's brigade of Leggett’s di- 
vision, supported on the right by Gresh- 
am’'s division, commanded by General Giles 
A. Smith, General Gresham having been 
wounded in the advance of the preceding 
day. Force advanced under cover of the 
hill itself, which, being steepest near the 
base, protected the attacking line from 
the enerhy’s fire at figst. Soon he came 
into the opening and dashed forward at 
the barricade in front of him. The in- 
trenchment was a slight one, but Cler- 
burne’s men fought with their usual brav- 
ery and were only driven out after a sharp 
combat and with a loss on the federal side 
of two hundred and fifty killed and wound- 
ed. The hill was at once intrenched, 
though subjected to a sweeping fire from 
the confederate batteries north of the po- 
sition, where their line was still intact. 
The heat was so intense that three 
staff officers in Force’s brigade were pros- 
trated by it and sunstroke added consid- 
erably to the list of casualties in the fed- 
eral lines. 

The hill was. strongly fortified by its 
captors with traverses to protect the guns 
and the fortification was tested next day. 

From the summit of the hill ‘Atlanta lay 
in full view,’ with the large rolling mill just 
inside the defenses of the city and within 
range of Leggett’s guns. 

To quote the learned historian, Jacob 
D. Cox, who has given a vivid and real- 
istic description of the battle of Atlanta: 
‘Both of Hood’s flanks were now insecure 
and he prepared to retire from the Peach- 
tree line during the night. Colonel Prest-

A similar advanced 
line was run southward in front cf McPher- 
son’s left flank. 

“Hood determined to draw into’ these 
works all of his army except Hardee’s 
corps of four divisions and to send this by 
a long detour to make an attack upon the 
extreme flank and rear of McPherson’s 
Army of the Tennessee, expecting to fol- 
low up any success it might gain by 
marching out with Cheatham’s corps upon 
Schofield and hoping thus to roll up Sher- 
man’s army from the south. His original 
orders contemplated a movement by the 
McDonough road some four or five a 
southeast and then toward Decatur; bi

hill had both its two divisions intrenched 
along the McDonough road, with the left 
refused so as to face the south. This 
made a change of orders necessary, and 


.Hardee withdrawing in the night from his 


line two and a half miles north of At- 
lanta, marched through the city by a road 
west of the Entrenchment creek, which he 
crossed at Cobb’s mills, tuen turned: north- 
east toward Decatur till his head of cotumn 
was within about two and a half miles of 
that place. It was now a.little after day- 
break and he waited for his troops to close 
up and form facing the northwest. Wheel- 
er’s cavalry passed tiie line and prepared 
to operate still further to the east. The 
column had met with the usual delays of 
night marches. Cleburne’s division had 
left the front of McPherson's works, which 


t was now to assault in the rear and had 


i 
fallen in behind Hardee’s other divisions 
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in the darkness had made further annoy- 
ance and delay; but considering that the 
head of the column had marched some fif- 
teen miles, they had made good speed. Be- 
ginning on the left the divisions were in the 
following order: Maney, Cleburne, Walker 
and Bate. After a short rest the order to 
advance was given, and the confederate di- 
visions entered the densely wooded country 
that lay between them and the national 
lines, moving at right angles to the road 
they were leaving. 

“Meanwhile, with the breaking day Sher- 
man’s camps were astir, and it was soon 
found that the intrenchments in front of 
Schofield and Thomas were abandoned. A 
general advance was ordered. Schofield’s 
head of column, which Sherman accompa- 
nied, came in full view of the town at the 
Howard house. The fortifications of Atlan- 
ta were on the opposite hills, just across 
the deep valley in which was Lewis's mill, 
and the works were thick with men shovel- 
ing and digging as if for life, their skir- 
mishers holding the line of Clear creek, 
which flowed northward. Sherman rode 
forward to reconnoiter till his escort drew 
the fire of the batteries. There was some

| over the front of Blair's refused left saving. 


The form of the works enabled Smith's 
division to repel the confederates there 
without trouble, but as the rest of Cle- 
burfe’s and Maney's divisions moved for- 
werd in the open rear the courage of the 
troops became their destruction, for they 
were soon surrounded and many were 
killed and somé captured. There was no 
time to change front except by facing 
about and this the rest of Smith’s division 
did, leaping over their breastworks and 
fighting from the other side. The confed- 
erate advance pressed on till it reached 
the foot of @fe bald hill and commenced 
the ascent to attack Leggett over the very 
grounds Force’s brigade had assaulted the 
day before. This division, too, was obliged 
to fight from the reverse of its entrench- 
ments, but determined to hold the/hill at 
all hazards. Force's adjutant, ptain 
were “both 
wounded in repulsing the assault.” — 
Such were the movements which plunged 
the two armies into the crisis of the battle 
of Atlanta, and it is well remembered by 
every veteran here today how the fury of 
that engagement swayed the opposing

tifications worked, but no one suspected 
what ruse it might cover A few batteries 
were soon in position and as they opened, 
the enemy vanished behind the works and 
the siege began. The federal skirmishers 
pushed back the lines before them as far 


on every conimanding Knoll, making a con- 
necting line from Thomas's right flank to 
the works held by McPherson sinée the day 
before. The extreme right of the army now 
rested near the railway and the work of re- 
building the great bridge over the Chatta- 
hoochee was already progressing. 
“McPherson had also been ordered to 
close in on Atlanta, when it was found that 
the enemy had withdrawn from:the front, 
but Blair’s corps was only separated from 
the city by a single valley, with its 
creek ( a branch of Entrenchment creek), 
flowing south. To make room for Logan 
he transferred G. A. Smith's division to his 
extreme left, leaving Leggett in position as 
before. 
General Charles R. Wood's division eon- 
nected with Schofield’s corps, General Mor- 
gan L. Smith's division was im the center, 
and General Harrow’s division on the left, 
connecting with Blair. Dodge's (Sixtcenth) 
corps had been in reserve since July 20th, 
but had moved forward on the preceding 
evening. Fuller's division bivouacked about 
a mile east of Leggett’s division of the Sev- 
enteenth corps on the high ground between 
the branches of Sugar creek, a tributary 
of South river. Sweeney's division of this 
corps was near the line of the Augusta rail- 
way, due north from Fuller's, and McPher- 
son's headquarters were with it. The sup- 
ply trains and field hospitals of the Army 
of the Tennessee were in the interval be- 
tween the Sixteenth corps and the front 
line, except a part of the train, which was 
at Decatur, guarded by Sprague’s brigade 
of Fuller's division. About noon on the 22d 
of July both divisions of Dodge’s corps were 
moving under orders toward Blair’s left 
flank, when they were attacked by Wai- 
Ker’s and Bate’s divisions of Hardee's 
corps. Dodge’s men were marching by the 
flank right in frunt, and so tortunstely had 
only to halt and face to be in line of battle. 
Mctherson, who had just left General Sher- 
man at the Howard house, met Logan and 
slair near the railroad, half-way between 
their line and Dodge, and they were togeth- 
er when the continued musketry fire from 
the Sixteenth corps told that a heavy force 
of the confederates was in the rear. ‘Lhe 
corps commanders galloped to their com- 
mands, and McPherson hastened to Dodge, 
first directing Blair to send*two regiments 
to cover the trains and hospitals. “To reach 
the divisions of. Fuller and Sweeny the 
confederates had to advance over some 
open ficlds, where the well sustained m.us- 
vetry ‘ire upon them was terribly destruc- 
tive. Fuller’s division, which was on the 
right. sustained the first brunt of the at- 
tack alu repulsed it, but ‘'t was renewed 
with great determination. The Fourteenth 
Ohio and Walker’s natttries were put in po- 
sition and the two divisions made it impos- 
sible for Walker and Bate to force their 
Way across the field. McPherson near Fuk 
ler’s right had ordered the trains out of the 
intervals and had received several mes- 
sages from Blair informing him that “his 
flank was also engaged. He had also sent 
to Logan for his reserve brigade (Wange- 
lin’s) to fill the gap between the 16th and 
ljth corps. When satisfied thatDodge could 
hold his ground he started in speed to 
reach Blair’s line by the road which till 
that moment had been clear. He had hard- 
ly gone a hundred yards when he ran full 
into the skirmish line of Cleburne advanc- 
ing through the gap. They called to him 
to surrender, but raising his hat as if to a 
salute he wheeled to galidp away when 
a volley was fired and he fell mortally 
wounded. His staff had been scattered car- 
rying orders and he was alone with an or- 
derly who was also shot and captured, but 
a wounded soldier near by managed to get 
away information of the great loss the 
army had sustained. In a few moments 
the shifting tide of the battle. had with- 
drawn the confederates a little and the 
general’s body was recovered before it was 
yet cold. Fuller hearing the firing ad- 
vanting beyone his right had sent the 
Sixty-fourth Illinois to cover that fiank. 
This regiment was armed with the Henry 
repeating rifles and made so hot a fire that

considerable loss, a flag and some forty 
men being captured. cai 
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Logan’s corps was advanced ye 


The results of the siege were as follows: 
3,521 killed, wounded and missing with ten 
pieces of artillery, Murray’s “regular’’ bat- 
tery, two guns of battery A First Illinois 
captured fromthe federais: and to the con- 
federates were deiivered 1,000 dead under 
a flag of truce in front of one division of 
Blair’s corps, 422 buried in front of Dodge's 
corps, about 700 buried in front of Logan’s 
corps-and, according to. Blair’s estimation, 
in front of his other corps 1,000—making a 
total of 3,200. Two thousand confederate 
prisoners were taken, of whom half were 
wounded, ; 

Sherman captured Atlanta September 2d, 
and the city was abandoned to the invad- 
ing troops. 


HOW PEACE WAS RESTORED. 


Correspondence Between Grant and Lee 
at Appomattox. 

It is interesting at such a season as 
this to study the gradual drift of the Amer- 
ican people from war back to peace and the 
correspondence of Lee and Grant at Appo- 


' Mattox will be of concern: 


‘Headquarters Armies of the United 
States, 5 p. m. April 7, 1865.—General R. E. 
Lee, Commander, Confederate States Ar- 
my.—The results of the last week must 
convince you of the hopelessness of the 
further resistance on the part of the Army 
of Northern Virginia in this struggle. I 
feel that is so, and regard it as my duty 
to shift from myseif the responsibility of 
any further effusion of blood by asking of 
you the surrender of that portion of the 
Confederate States Army known as the 
Army of Northern Virginia. 

“UL. S. GRANT, Lieutenant General.” 


“April 7, 1865—General: I have received 
your note of this date. Though not enter- 
taining the hope you express of the hope- 
jlessness of further resistance on the part 
of the Army of Northern Virginia, I recip- 
rotate your desire to avoid the useless ef- 
fusion of blood, and therefore before con- 
sidering your proposition ask the terms you 
will offer on conditions of its surrender. 

“R. E. LEE, General.’’ 
To Lieutenant General U. 8S. Grant, Com- 
manding Armies of the United States. 


“April 8, 1865—General R: E. Lee, Com- 
manding Confederate States Army—Your 
note of last evening replying to mine of 
Same date asking the conditions on which 
I will accept the surrender of the Army 
of Northern Virginia is just received. In 
reply would say that peace being my great 
desire there is but one condition I would 
insist upon, namely: That the men and 
officers surrendered shall be disqualified for 
taking up arms against the government 
of the United States until properly ex- 
changed. I will meet you or will designate 
officers to meet any officers you may name 
for the same purpose at any point agreea- 
ble to you for the purpose of arranging 
definitely the terms upon which the sur- 
render of the Army of Northern Virginia 
will be received. 

“U. $8. GRANT, Lieutenant General.”’ 


“April 8 1865—CGeneral: I received at a 
late hour your note of today. In mine of 
yesterday I did not intend to propose the 
surrender of Northern Virginia; but to ask 
the terms of your proposition. To be frank 
I do not think the emergency has arisen 
to call for the surrender of this army, but 
as the restoration of peace sheuld be the 
sole object of all I desire to know whether 
your proposals would lead to that end. 
I cannot therefore meet you with a view 
to surrender the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, but as far as your proposals may 
affect the confederate states forces under 
my command and tend to the restoration 
of peace I should be pleased to meet you 
at 19 a. m. tomorrow on the old stage road

the two armies. : 
“R. E. LEE, General.” 
To Lieutenant General U. S. Grant. 
“April 9, 1865—General: Your note of yes- 
terday is received. I have no authority to 
treat on the subject of peace. The meeting 
proposed for 19 a. m. today could lead to 
no good. I will state, however, that I am 
equally desirous for peace with yourself, 
and the whole north entertains the same 
feeling. The terms upon which peace can 
be had are well understood.

“Chattanooga stands today sponsor at 
the second baptism of these historic and 
hallowed surroundings—baptized first into 
immortality by the blood of American 
soldiers, shed amid the crash and roar 
of the fiercest, bloodiest and most desper- 
ate battle of modern times; baptized a 
second time amid the soft, sweet anthems 
of peace, by the touching tributes of a re- 
united nation, which is now embalming in 
perpetual memory the chivalry, the sacri- 
fice and the military prowess of her sons. 
Ihe peopie of Chattanooga draw inspira- 
tion from these patriotic associations; they 
are loyal guardians to preserve them. 
This city will forever tenderly cherish as 
a. sacred heritage these imperishable mem- 
ories as demonstrating the genius, valor, 
heroism and sacrifices of American sol- 
diery. | 

“It is gratifying to note Mat in pre- 
serving the history of the terrible battles 
hereabouts there has been no discrimina- 
tion.

Its irrevocable result ‘will not 
be again questioned, but accepted with a 
solemn sense of duty to maintain the gov- 
ernment with a true faith and defend the 
flag of our country with the same courage 
and devotion that we gave to our little 
cross of St. Andrey. 

“Our civil war established beyond con- 
troversy that ‘the north was stronger in all 
materiais of war and had vastly greater 
facilities for making them available, having 
besities the internal resources of the out- 
side world to draw from. But beyond that 
human reason can draw no rightful con- 
clusion and the right or wrong is left to 
impartial history, and, Mr. Chairman, I 
have not the least apprenension that im- 
partial history will fail to recognize the 
justification of the south in the records of 
our country and find that, according to the 
faith that was in. her people and. their 
judgment made up ‘trom that appointment, 
there was no alternative left in 1861 but an 
appeal to arms, and I affirm, Mr. Chair- 
man, with equal confidence, that any com- 
parison of the two sections, from the 
earliest times to the present day, will not 
find the south the less patriotic or less 
solicitious for the honor, glory and welfare 
of the union.’’ 

The senator followed this up by a detailed 
histcry of the battle of Chickamauga and 
the events preceding and following it, as 
viewed from his standpoint. He deprecated 
any renewal of the struggle, saying: 

“Nhe blood and carnage of 1861-65 should 
not be repeated. No thoughtful man, how- 
ever, is free from ‘grave apprehensions 
when he sees the ugly signs outcrop hére 
and there and hang ominously over the 
cestinies of our country. We even now see 
the faint, yet vivid flashes and hear the 
thunder in the distance, and pray that the 
storm may pass harmless. We, who did 
the fighting in our interstate struggle, 
know what war means, and should help 
avert the danger. But, should danger 
come, I believe the conservative south may 
vet prove to be the rod that will conduct 
the fiery bolt harmless to the earth, and 
will when Liberty takes her flight—if she 
ever should—from this country, her last . 
resting place will be in our constitution 
loving, constitution defending south. 

Speaking of the development of southern 
industries, he said: 

“The south has increased the aggregate 
national wealth in> proportion to our popu- 
lation equally with the north—we have 
developed coal until the swiftest steamers 
that plow the ocean look to our: southern 
mines for the energy upon which their 
speed depends. Our ore rivals any in the 
market, our various minerals contribute 
to the world’s wealth equal in every re- 
spect to that of the north. In all wide- 
awake business circles as in current his- 
tory, it is conceded that the greatest op- 
portunities now inviting enterprise are now 
in the south. Progress yind prosperity 
smile again on the old south, whose en- 
ergy and enterprise have given generous 
profits to northern capital which found in- 
vestment Penny ed people.

‘Mir, Chairman—We meet today upon 
this sacred spot to celebrate the heroism 
of the American soldier, the great results 
of battles and the greater victories of 
We do not come with words of 
crimination or with memories charged 
with bitterness or envy. »We join here, 
as American citizens, upon one of the 
great battlefields of a great war to dedi- 
cate. for all time, to the American people 
these monuments and this battlefield. We 
do this to remind those of coming genera- 
tions of the heroic races from which they 
descended; to exhibit to them the enormous 
cost of the institutions bequeathed to them 
and placed in their keeping, and to forever 
appeal to. those who are to come after us, 
that they guard, protect and forever cher- 
ish imperishably and immutably the re- 
sults of the great war. , 

“The achieveemnt of which we are proud- 
est is, not that we conquered in war and 
by. physical force overthrew tue armies ot 
the ‘confederacy, but that we prevented 
the overthrow of the union of the states; 
that we stood in the deadly conflict, not 
to -change our institutions, but to save 
the union; not to commit revolution, but 
to save the flag as the representative of a 
great union; that we fought to restore 
the constitution as.the supreme law of the 
land. ‘Lhese efforts were not unavailing; 
the result aimed at has been accomplished 
and the union of the states today is a 
union of hearts and a union of hands and 
a union of states that none can sever.” 

The general briefly summed up the issues 
of the war and argued that the unionists 
took the logical and correct side of the 


question. sete 

The general paid a merited tribute to 
the courage and skill displayed on both 
sides, declaring that as a demonstration 
of the spint and power of the American 
soldier there is no spot en the American 
eontinent tne equal of Chickamauga. The 
magnificent strategy and unexcelled valor 
of this heroic conflict were accompanied by 
fewer blunders, fewer failures, than per- 
tained to any other of the great battles of 
the war. After briefly reviewing the con-

“It is not often that the result of a war 
is of equal advantage to the vanquished 
and victor, but I believe that the south 
Was as much benefited by the triumph of 
the unton arms as was the north. We have 
now an undivided country, which since the 
close of the war has more than doubled in 
population and quadrupled in wealth. Its 
stars and stripes now float undisturbed 
over the whole of this great republic, the 
most powerful nation on the face of the 
earth. 

*‘May this era of good feeling between the 
different sections of the country, which

until no person from the great lakes to the

United States Senator E. C. Walthall, of 
Mississippi, who was a major general in 
the confederate army, addressing his re- 
marks to “ladies and fellow-soldiers”’ said 
the distinction accorded him of presiding 
Over an assembly like this involved the 
flattering implication that he was deemed 
worthy to represent the soldier of the 
south and all he stood for in history, and 
it was for this he prized the honor most. 
He delivered a glowing eulogy on the 
southern soldier, who, he said, symbolized 
courage, constancy and devotion in war, 
Self-respecting dignity in defeat, and in 
peace the same fidelity to this government 
that the southern soldier bore to that for 
whose permanent establishment he fought 
four years in vain. 

He referred to the eloquent, sagacious 
and courageous Lamar, of Mississippi, ex- 
Senator and associate justice of the su- 
preme Court of the United States, and his 
eulogy of Charles Sumner, and said: 

“It is the pride ani boast of the state 
which furnished the central figure in the 
movement for separate sOutHern independ- 
ence that, at a critical period in the era 
or reconstruction, it was hers’ to give the 
country a great conservative statesman 
who won his way to the hearts of his 
countrymen, north and south, as the earn- 
est chamipon of reunion, of peace, justice 
and equality, and the able defender of the 
honor and the institutions of the American 
republic.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 

“War Poets of the South and Confederate 
Campfire Songs” is the title of a pretty 
volume, bound in confederate gray, just 
issued from ‘the press. Its compiler is 
Major Charles W. Hubner, of this city, 
himself a poet of rare excellence. 

In this attractive book Major Hubner has 
collected the popular war poems of more 
than a score of our best known sou'thern 
writers and his thoughtful and suggestive 
preface and historical and biographical 
notes and appendix add greatly to the in- 
terest and value of the work.

He speaks 
English very fluently. There is just enough 
of the French accent in his speech 
make conversation with him interesting.

Yesterday morning after the news of 
Jenkins’s arrest had spread over the city 
in The Constitution the prisoner was then 
carried down stairs and locked up in the 
ustial manner. His name was entered on 
the book kept for that purpose and a 
charge of conspiracy was entered against 
him. He was placed in a cell in the state 
department of the station house, and it was 
then for the first time that Jenkins was 
publicly under arrest. It was not until 
then that his friends and relatives and 
lawyers had an opporunity to know where 
he was. 

It was those facts that caused Chairman 
Johnson to state yesterday afternoon tnat 
in future prisoners must be locked up 
Ae. g ‘ho Matter what the charge against 

Jenkins sent for Attorneys Park and Aus- 
tin about noon yesterday and those at- 
torneys at once took his case under con- 
sideration. They took no step of particular 
importance during the day, but it is more 
than likely that they will do so today. 


That Drama and Its Result. 


The McDaniel street drama was the sub- 
ject of cgmment around police headquar- 
ters yesterday. When the alleged facts of 
the play became generally known its re- 
sult was dissected. Jenkins had been 
Placed behind prison bars on a charge of 
conspiracy. On what was that charge 
based? On the alleged admissions made by 
Jenkins while drunk at the McDaniel 
street house. On the betrayal of the wo- 
man in the case, Mrs. Dampman. The wo- 
man who had previously agreed to swear 
that she had marked. Conn’s pistol, ac- 
cording to the public reports. 

The statements made by Jenkins at the 
McDaniel street house were made, he 
claims, while under the influence of in- 
toxicants, which had been provided by the 
detectives lying in hearing distance of 
him. The whisky and beer, or whatever 
it was, had been carried to the place by 
the detectives, according to one of them, 
and with the influence of the woman who 
was playing the part of the betrayer, Jen- 
kins was made drunk. In the course of the 
play, which lasted several hours, and after 
a quantity of intoxicants had been dis- 
posed of, Jenkins is said to have convicted 
himself of conspiracy. 

What Changed Mrs. Dampman? 

Then on what grounds was Jenkins ar- 
rested for conspiracy? On the ground that 
he had attempted to bribe Mrs. Dampman 
into swearing that she had marked Detec- 


Bass’s hand was the identical pistol. 
said that she at first agreed to swear that 
for a consideration. She admits that she 
did agree to do so. She refused to carry out 
her first bargain with Jenkins and entered 
into an agreement to make an appointment 
with him and there bring out what it is al- 
laged passed between them, The latter part 
of her agreement seems to have been car- 
ried out to perfection. 
Says He Was Drugged. 

Jenkins and his friends claimed yesterday 
that he had been drugged at the McDaniel 
street house.’ Jenkins said that he drank 
something which lost to him his senses 
quickly. He says that he lay on a bed ab- 
solutely dazed. He did not know what he 
was doing or saying. 

Last night Jenkins’s friends called in Dr. 
Huzza to make an examination of Jenkins 
with the view of ascertaining if he was 
drugged or poisoned. The result of the in- 
vestigation will not be made known by Dr. 
Huzza until today. 

Jenkins’s friends claimed that he cannot 
be convicted of conspiracy by reason of any 
statement he may or may not have made 
while in the condition that it is alleged he 
was at the McDaniel street house. They 
claim that he cannot be convicted of con- 
spiracy on the allegation of Mrs. Damp- 
man, the woman who had at first agreed to 
swear for him, but later changed her mind. 

Says It Was Ill Advice. 

‘The Bass murder case was being investi- 
gated by a number of the best detectives in 
the state. The arrest of Jenkins will un- 
doubtealy hamper them in that work, ac- 
cording to one of them. It may result in 
frustrating the plans of the men working 
on the case. 

No Warrant Sworn Out. 

Jenkins’s attorneys endeavored to learn 
yesterday why a warrant had not been 
sworn out for Jenkins. Chief Connolly and 
Chief Wright said last night that so far as 
they knew no warrant had been sworn out 
against Jenkins. They said Detective Ca- 
son was to have sworn out a warrant. Ca- 
son could not be found last night. No war- 
rant had been placed in the hands of the 
station house keeper, as is usual in such 
cases. 

It was expected last night that Jenkins’s 
attorneys would take out habeas corpus 
proceedings, but they had not done so late 
last night. The attorneys declined to talk 
of the case. They said that they had not 
fully decided on a course of procedure, at 
least they could not indicate one. Jenkins 
expects to be released today. 

Told Where He Was. 

Jenkins was seen in his cell in the station 
house yesterday and last night by a Con- 
stitution reporter. Yesterday morning he 
told The Constitution where he was on the 
night and morning of the murder of Bass. 
He said that he went to Newnan on the 
afternoon before the, following morning 
of the murder. He gave the names of 
places and indicated the names of men 
whom he was with. He told where he 
spent the night of August 29th. 

A detective working on the case, and a 
trustWorthy one, too, said yesterday that 


He says that he was | 


there was no question in the world but 
that Jenkins could prove an alibi in the 
Bass murder case. The detective said that 
Jenkins was undoubtedly out of town on 
the night of the crime and that he could 
establish it if it became necessary. That 
detective has been working on the murder 


, or suicide part of the Bass case and he has 


left no stone unturned to ferret the mys- 
tery. He said that so far nothing tangi- 
ble had been discovered in the case and 
that he could not say when something 
tangible would be learned. He was of the 
opinion that the case was not ready for 
the action taken; if the case had not been 
injured it had at least not been advanced. 
Why He Met the Woman. 

Jenkins claimed yesterday and last night 
that he was sick. He said that he had 
undoubtedly been given something other 
than whisky. He said that Mrs. Damp- 
man had been unduly influenced in retract- 
ing her statement that she had marked the 
pistol and that she met him Thursday by 
appointment, his intention being to secure 
from her the statements that she had 
made, in writing. He said that the woman 
had agreed to tell all about what she knew 
of the Bass case and for that reason he 
agreed to go to the McDaniel street house 
with her. He met the woman in front of 
the Aragon hotel and was told by her that 
she would have to go down the street and 
buy some dinner for her husband before 
she could fill the appointment with him. 

He left the woman but followed her to 
a certain office. He then met her on the 
Traction Company’s car line and went to 
the house on McDaniel street, where the 
little scene already mentioned was en- 
acted. He says that the woman persuaded 
him to drink against his will. He drank 
freely. Once he noticed something about 
what he was drinking that caused him to 
be slightly suspicious. The drink looked 
all right, was clear, and tasted good, and 
he drank it. 

What He Told the Woman. ~ 

He did not know how long he was in a 
doze. For some time he knew nothing. 
He felt the effects of the intoxicants. He 
did not know what he might have done 
or said. He certainly made no offers 
to the woman to swear against Conn, so 
he says. He had said that if the murder- 
er of Bass was convicted on the identifica- 
tion of the pistol, she, would get part of 
the reward.

Jenkins’s Story. 

“I was not in Atlanta on the morning 
Baker Bass was killed,” said Jenkins in his 
cell yesterday morning. “The suspicio 
that I had any connection with the case 
can be easily set aside by investigation. 
I left Atlanta at 1:30 o’clock on the Thurs- 
day afternoon before Baker Bass was mur- 
dered on the following Friday morning. I 
left on the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road. I got off the train at Newnan. From 
Newnan I took a train for Turin, a station 
a few miles east of Newnan. At that 
Station I hired a horse and buggy, which 
belonged at Senoia. I don’t know who it 
belonged to. I drove back about a mile 
to Sharpsburg and got a drummer for. the 
Lorillard Snuff Company. We then drove 
back to Turin. We then drove on to Se- 
noia, a distance of about five miles, I 
think. At Senoia we stopped at the Wil- 
son house. When we got there we found 
all of the stores closed except a drug store 
and it was too late to do any business that 
night. I was selling tobacco and other 
products of the Atlanta Tobaeco Manu- 
facturing Company, of which company I 
am a member. 

“At the Wilson house we played several 
games of whist after supper. Myself and 
the proprietor of the house and Tidwell & 
Pope’s drummer played the games. I 
can't think of his name right now, but 
could give it to you if I had my notebook. 
The detectives took all my papers and 
books and I can’t think of the names at 
this time. That night I slept in the same 
room with Lorillard’s man. We played 
whist until about 11 o'clock and then went 
to bed. We got up early the next morn- 
ing and I hunted up Barrett, Maddox’s 
drummer, who I heard was in town. I 
found that he stdpped at another hetel 
and went there while he was eating break- 
fast. I later met him at J. Graham’s 
ie I sold a rill of tobacco that morn- 
me.”" 

“About 9 o’clock I left in a buggy and 
went to Starr’s mills. At Starr’s mills I 
sold a man named Howell a bill of goods. 
I then went to Brooks’s station and sold 
Boykin Bros. a bill ef goods. I then went 
on to the station, where the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad crosses the Columbus, 
Rome and Chattanooga and there took the 
train for Griffin. I got to Griffin about 
noon on August 30th. I took dinner at the 
Nelms’ house on that day and after work- 
ing the towh returned to Atlanta on the 
Central road at 8 o’clock that night. Jim 
McCraw met me at the carshed and told 
me that Baker Bass had been killed that 
morning. That was the first I had heard 
of it and I said right then that a city de- 
tective did the work and I still stick to 
that statement.”’ 

Detectives working on the case ‘who 
claim to know, state that Jenkins’s story 
of his whereabouts is correct. That being 
true Jenkins certainly had no connection 
with the actual commission of the crime. 
Those working on the case have had rea- 
son to suspect him of knowing more of it 
than has been told. They!say now that it 


may never be known who killed Bass. 


May Get a Habeas Corpus. 

There is no means Of forecasting today’s 
developments in the sensational case. Jenk- 
ins’s attorneys may petition for a habeas 
corpus. Jenkins may be arraigned before a 
justice of the peace on a warrant charg- 
ing him with conspiracy. The case=may be 
referred to the grand jury which meets to- 
day for investigation. The case will take 
one of these turns, which is not known. 

So far as known no other arrests had 
been made last night. A lawyer said that 
one man could not be convicted of conspir- 
acy unless it was shown that he had an 
accomplice. He could not conspire alone. 
The officers said that no other arrest had 
been made. Jenkins’s friends say that he 
will clear himself of the charge against 
him by proving that he had formed no 
conspiracy against any one, Mrs. Damp- 
man to the contrary, notwithstanding. , 

It is said that the detectives working on 
the Bass case are at least seven in num- 
ber. They are, from the best sources of 
information: Harvey Bedford, Siskron, 
Wooster, Wiggins, Tysor, Si Basch, Cason 
and perhaps others. 

An afternoon paper stated yesterday that 
the arrest was brought about principaliy 


by Harvey Bedford and Ed Cason, of th@ 


city detective denartment. Mr. Bedford 
said last night that the statement was in- 
correct. He said that the arrest was made 
against his protest. Further than that the 
detective declined to talk.

Baldwin will supervise all of the branches 
of the transportation department as he 
has done in the past, and Colonel Andrews 
as first vice president will attend to the 
charter interests of the company just as 
he has done as second vice president. 

Mr. Finley, the new third vice president, 
will have in hand all of the higher issues 
of the traffic department—matters which 
come‘up at the various meetings of the 
several railroads of the south in the shape 
of agreements in the joint handling of 


freight, rates, etc. 

It is understood that Colonel Andrews and 
! Mr. Baldwin will perform the same duties 
i as heretofore and that Mr. Finley, as third 
vice president, will control the traffic de- 
partments heretofore directed by Mr. Sam- 
uel Spencer, the president, in person. 

Mr. Finley’s headquarters wil be at 
Washington. Paul E. Wells, formerly con- 
nected witlg the operating departments 
of the Union Pacific and Great Northern 
railways, and more recently with the Long 
Island railway, has been appointed su- 
perintendent of the Sixth division, with 
headquarters at Columbia, 8. C. 

To Meet in New York. 

On September 27th next the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association will 
meet in New York city, at the Waldorf, 
to make ansther attempt at reorganiza- 
tion. Commissioner Stahlman is now in 
New York, as well as Commissioner fin- 
ley, ot the Southern Passenger Associa- 
tion. In event of a new organization it 
will be called the Southern States Freight 
Association, with Vice President Haines, 
of the Plant system, as commissioner, since 
Commissioner Stahlman has notified the

The Exposition Grounds Scheduled for a 
Blaze of Glory Tonight. 


THE MACHINERY WAS LACKING 
ee = ee ee 4 
Hearts of the Concessionaires Made 
Happy by the Announcement That 
Electricity Will Be On Tonight. 


The lack of light at the exposition 
grounds. has been the cause of much ad- 
verse criticism and the source of no in- 
considerable inconvenience to the managers 


of the various concessions. 


In fact, the electrical department of the 
exposition has been censured for what has 
looked like negligence on the part of the 
chiefs of the various branches. - 

Mr. Harry M. Atkinson .is chairman of 
the committee on electricity and is in a 
measure one 8f those who is looked upon 
as partly responsible for the lengthy and 
undesirable delay. He explains, however, 
that the delay is unavoidable. 

The opening of the electric fountain has 
been delayed night after night and disap- 
pointed’crowds have returned from the ex- 
position grounds inclined to put the blame 
upon the entire city of Atlanta. The fire- 
works have been postponed also. All this 
is because there was not enough electric 
power on the grounds. 

When a couple of buildings were lighted 
up, it was necessary to turn off the lights 
in the various other buildings. But one 
building has been lighted from the very 
beginning of the exposition, and that is 
the forestry building, which is lighted “by 
gas. Manager Matthews, of the Trocadero, 
has been forced to postpone his opening 
each successive night because of the delay 
in getting the electric machinery in. Other 
concessionaires have the same complaint 
to make. 

Now it seems that the cause for the de- 
lay was the negligence on the part of the 
railroad. A portion of the machinery—appa- 
rently a very necessary portion—was de- 
layed en route and has just reached here. 
It was hoped yesterday that last night the 
lights would be in full force, but only 
a portion of the Midway was lighted up 
and again the opening of the electric foun- 
tain was sent over. 

But tonight the work of putting in the 


‘machinery for electricity will be completed, 


and tonight, according to the most em- 
phatic assurances of. Mr. Atkinson, the 
grounds will be the blaze of glory and the 
brilliant scene that was promised for the 
night of opening day. 

At the meeting of the executive commit- 
tee yesterday the matter of lights was dis- 
cussed thoroughly and Mr. Atkinson told 
the members that the delay was because 
of the non-arrival of necessary machinery. 
He also promised the committee that every- 
thing would be in readiness for Saturday 


night. : 

The committee on concessions was re- 
quested to call on the holders of conces- 
sions and assure them that they would 
have everything possible done for them. |

“Prohibition election I say,’’ resumed 
Mr. Bell, “and it comes not wholly from 
the prohibition men but from antis who 


| want a chance to wipe out the best law 


we have ever had. I say leave the law 


where it is.”’ 

“I don’t want that ordinance to read in- 
side the fire limits,’’ said Mr. Camp. “If 
the hours are to be changed fhe saloon 
men outside the fire limits is entitled to it 
as much as the man inside of them. I move 
to amend the ordinance as it now stands 
amended by striking out the fire limits.’’ 

Mr. Camp’s motion produced a vote of 
8 to 8, and Mayor Pro Tem. Broyles voted 
aye, striking the fire limits out. 

The ordinance was then subjected to one 
amendment after another until it was 
stripped of everything except a permit for 
the saloons of the city to remain open un- 
til midnight during the exposition.

The Ordinance Passes. 

Mr. Miller, Mr. Bell, Mr. Dodge, Mr. Day, 
Mr. Welch, of the second, and Mr. Inman, 
one after another, arose to state that they 
could not sustain the ordinance as it was 
then presented. Some had been for the 
ordinance as Mr. Welch, of the fifth, first 
read it, but they could not support the 
ordinance as it was then worded. 

“If I am in order,” said Mr. Welch, of 
the fifth, “I would like permission to amend 
that ordinance as it now reads by handing 
it back to this body as it was when we first 
read it. I want it stripped of every 
amendment that has been tied to it.

Has Been Paid Into the Tax Collector’s 
Office the Past Three Days. 


BIG PILE HANDLED YESTERDA) 


While the Grand Total for the Three 
Days Amounts to Over 
$300,000. 


One hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars in one day is flow the record for 


Atlanta’s tax collector. 

The record was mads yesterday, and last 
night a member of the police department 
was detailed to watch the big safe in the 
tax collector’s office, in which piles of bank 
bills, large sacks of silver, stacks of gold 
and bundles of checks were stored away 


for the night. 

Never before in the history of the city 
heve the collections been so heavy in one 
day as they were between 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning and 10 o’clock last night, 
when Tax Collector Payne closed his doors 
and began to count up his cash. The 
doors, however, were not closed until there 
were no more applicants for payment of 
taxes. But when the doors were closed 
there was not a member of Mr. Payne's 
staff who was not glad. Every one was 
tired and worn out, and the first smile 
seen in the office for several hours was 
that shown by Deputy Broyles when he 
raked the last piece of coin off his desk, 
dropped his pistol off the counter where 
it had been keeping guard over hundreds 
and thousands all day, and rolled off the 
big high stool. 

‘It has been a mighty busy day,” said 
Mr. Payne, after he had cast up his 
figures. “I made my lest deposit in bank 
this afternoon just before 7 o’clock, and 
at that time gave in $75,000 in cold cash. 
It was the money we had been collecting 
all day, and there was not a check in it. 
Since that hour I have taken in nearly 
$18,000 in money, and that is there in the 
safe now, where it will stay till morning, 
when it will be carted right over to the 
bank quick. That will make the amount 
of money taken in over $90,000—nearly 


$100,000 for the day. 
“Then, besides the money, I have here 


walk from here to the bank. See”’’’ 

And Tax Collector Payne opened the safe, 
showing a great_row or two of letters con- 
taining cheeks—checks sent in by the busi- 
ness men of the city, who knew the amount 
of their taxes and sent a check through 
the mail to liquidate the bill. 

“Of course I don’t know just what those 
checks will amount to,’’ resumed Mr. 
Payne, ‘but, judging from tHe marks on 
the envelopes, showing from whom they 
come, and taking the past as a guide, we 
feel sure that the checks will reach $75,000 
anyhow. Add that to the money and you 
will see that about $175,000 has been taken 
in today. That is the best that has ever 
been done, and we feel thoroughly satis- 
fied.’’ 

‘‘Was there much kicking?” was asked. 

“Oh, yes; certainly there was some. 
There always is, but it is because the peo- 
ple don't oy won't understand the law. 
If they would take advantage of some of 
the days before the last few days they 
would have plenty of time. As it"!s, they 
put off the payment to the very last, and 
it is natural they’*should,: and then grumble 
on account of the large crowd. 

‘We broke the record yesterday, too. 
When we closed last night we had taken 
in something over $60,000 in money, and this 
morning when we opened the checks we 
found $20,000 more. That made our re- 
ceipts for next to the last day over $80,000. 
The day before that our money and checks 
amounted to nearly $60,000. In the three 
days we have taken in, if our estimate of 
those checks in that safe are correct, 
$322,000. 

“T wonder if there is another city in the 
union the size of Atlanta that has done 
as well?” ° 

Mr. Payne and his staff are certainly en- 
titled to the few idle days they will now 


have.

NO COLD WEATHER IN SIGHT 


The Weather Bureau Officials Report 
the Hot Wave To Be General 
Over the Country. 


These hot, sultry, swéltering September 
days are likely to be just as warm as they 


The weather man states that the cool 
days are not in sight yet, and unless a 
thunder storm or something unusual oc- 
curs the hot days will continue. This 
cheerless, uncomfortable piece of news is 
authority given out by the weather bu- 
reau. The report issued last night gives 
no change in the condition of the weather. 

Not only is the weather warm, but the 
fame condition exists the entire country 
over. It was as cool in Atlanta as it was 
anywhere yesterday, with the exception of 
the extreme northwest and the east base 
of the Rocky mountains. In these localities 
@ slight fall or decrease in the temperature 
Was reported from the observation offices 
of the government. 

The rainfall for this section of the coun- 
try is away behind, and unless the next 
few days are rainy, the month of Septem- 
ber will be placed on record as having re- 
ceived only a small portion of the water 
which has customarily fallen in the past 
few years. So far only eighteen one-hun- 
dredths of an inch had been recorded at 
the weather office. By the computation of 
Uncle Sam the normal rainfall is 4.14 for 
this month. From the figures it will be 
seen that September is behind nearly four 
inches, provided the remaining days are

as dry as have been the first days and up | 
to the present. 

The hot weather is attributable possibly 
to the fact that the days have not been 
cloudy, and also to the fact that the winds 
have been very low, thus making the sul- 
try days which are so uncomfortable. 
Though the month has seemed to be unus- 
ually warm and the general impression is 
that the weather has been more disagree- 
able than usual, such is not the case. The 
records in the weather bureau prove that 
the month is just about normal in tem- 
(perature. The hottest day this month 
was Thursday and the hottest night was 
Wednesday night, when the temperature 
reached 74 degrees. For the past forty 
eight hours the temperature over the 
United States has been stationary, with 
the exception of the extreme northwest 
and the east base of the Rocky mountains. 

The warmest September was in 1881, when 
the temperature averaged for the month 
reached seventy-five degrees, which was 
two degrees higher than normal. The cold- 
est September was in 1879, with an average 
of 69 degrees. The highest temperature 
ever reached in any September was Sep- 
tember 15, 1887.

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21,000 CAME HERE YESTERDAY 
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Exposition Travel Unusually Heavy, 
Without Reference to the 
Chickamauga Crowd. 


Yesterday was an exceptionally big day 
among the raflroads which enter <At- 
lanta. 

It was one of those days that approach, 
in point of heavy passenger traffic, the 
time when Cleveland came to Atlanta 
several years ago and drew thousands of 
people from nearly every hamlet in the 
surrounding country. 

During yesterday every train dumped in- 
to Atlanta its capacity. In addition to the 
regular trains there were special and ex- 
tra sections rolling in from morning vntil 
late in the night. Several times the union 
station was clogged, sections roiled in with 
such remarkable rapidity. 

Over the Western and 
there were five extra sections, 
people chiefiy from Chattanooga, 
the Chickamauga dedication drew strangers 
from everywhere and oi all conditions end 
avocations in life. 

The Southern put on four sections to 
handle the crowds which came over its 
route from the Chickamauga battietields. 
Three of them came in between the late 
afternoon and 10 o'clock last night. There 
were among the dignitaries Governor Levi 
P. Morton and his party of many dis- 
tinguished and wealthy citizens of the 
Empire State, augmented by the chief ex- 
ecutive’ from New Jersey, Governor Werts, 
and his party of prominent people from 
that state; also Governer Woodbury end 
party from Vermopt. 

The railroads are going to eclipse today 
any previous da¥,in point of handling the 
crowds, that has ever been recorded in 
their history. The business is goigg to be 
moved by the thousands. Not less than 
fifteen thousand will ride over the Southern 
and the Western and Atlantic alone trom 
Chattanooga. The Southern will have 
eight extra sections; the Western and At- 
lantic will run about twenty. Orders for 
more locomotives and cars and crews came 
in to the masters of trains of these two 
lines here last night. As fast as the spe- 
cials came in over these lines they were 
turned back to Chattanooga, in order to 
be in readiness there this morning to move 
the vast multitudes. 

It is going to be the biggest day the rail- 
roeds into Atianta have ever had . Every 
transportation facility will be taxed to 
its utmost capacity. 

The railroads are 
exposition traffic. 
Passenger traffic began to grow unusu- 
ally active uhbout three wecks ago, bring- 
ing in the vanguard of people from all di- 
rections, bent on seeing the exposition and 
the work of: building it. Travel to this 
point increasea from day to day, reaching 
a splendid climax thus far on the* opening 
day of the big show. 
Today being Blue and Gray Day the va- 
rious railroaas will be taxed. Some of 
them to their capacity. People are ccom- 
ing from everywhere and in perfect hordes. 
The Southern will also catch its share 
of the crowds out of Chattanooga and 
Other points to Atlanta. Several special 
trains will be put en today to facilitate 
the nandling of tne large crowds. 

The Cleveland, O., Artillery, eighty 
strong, will reach here today with other 
companies that participated in the Chick- 
amauga dedication. 

Most of-tnesé will come over the West- 
ern and Atlantic, which road kas a con- 
tract to land them in Atlanta. 

The Atlanta and West }boint ard the 
Central, also the Southern, will bring up 
the crowds from the south—large crowds, 
too. The weorgia railroad will handle 
the crowds from points along its line. 

There will be passengers galore for all 
the lines, not only today, but for the 
balance of the exposition.
